What I am about to relato was one 
of many yarin 1 heard in the fore- 
Cii.stlc, wliitlKM' 1 ii.sed to stroll in the 
evening for the piirpo.se of enjoying 
tlio society (for I iwsitre von 1 did en- 
joy il) of the sailorH, and parlicuhirly 
that of an old (jiiartcrmastor, whose 
story I give yon, as nearly as I can 
reiiiembor, in his own words. 

II(! was a grand old sea lion of 
some sixty winleis ; for liis long hair 
was so wiiile, and his face ami hands 
so weiitiier-bj.iten, that it roiilly seem- 
eil as if he iiiid set^i few, if any, Rum- 
mers. 

llo had been born at sea, at sea he 
had been all his life, and ho said ho 
hoped to die at sea, and bo buried in 
the sea's miglity bosom, as many an- 
other true bine had boon bisfore him. 
He belonged to the sea, and the sea to 
him, and a better seaman it wero hard 
indeed to (iiid. 

The men (and the ollioer.s, loo) had 
a great resjiect for tiiis old fellow, and 
wiienovor his duties permitled a pipe 
and a cup of coireo-;-for ho never 
toMcheil stronger liquor — it was tho 
acme of bliss to the •'walpli below" to 
gel. him to spin a yarn, aiii] [ shared 
tills pleasure wilh ihein on more than 
one occasion. 

" Yos, sir, I'm liu'total, and have 
been for live and-thirty years, and I'll 
tell you how it came iibont, sir and 
males, if you've a mind."

|)oor.)ack ashore has done, niany's the 
time afore and since, and, well— never 
mind how it came about — I hadn't 
Miiylhing but tho thids [ stood in 
when I signed for tho trip out and 
liome, 

" 'riio skipiier, though a Yankee, 
was tlio best I over sailod under— ayo. 
Tads, tho very best — and I'll never for- 
g(^t him to the day of my death, nor 
after it either, if I can help it, though 
ho is safely aiichorod in llio port of 
glory this twenty years. 

" Well, we had a pretty fair run, 
and one ilay wo found ourselves be- 
calmed off tde banks, and as thoskip- 
jier calculated — -110 was ii I'tim 'iin to 
calculiile. loo — about a day's sail lo 
the sontli'ard of Capo llaco I was 
leaning over the side looking at an im- 
mense' iceberg — the largest of some 
hiindri^ds tliat were almost within 
hail of us— and wondering how the 
seals which wero playing about on it 
were enjoying themselves, ami think- 
ing how very lik-i a long stroot it wai, 
for I cotild inako out (jtiito clearly the 
gliapos of houses, with ucliiirch lioro 
and thore.

Mill ?' says ho. 

"Aye!" that I would, sir,' says I; 
'bnt I don't seo bow I'm a-going to 
get one;' for, d'yo seo, sir and mates, 
I knowed ho was a-1iankering after 
the skins the moment he spoke, for, 
like a good many more of hi.s nalion, 
ho maao tnoney out of 'notions.' Ami 
sealskins are jireity valuable 'notions.' 
d'ye mind? And that's what ho were 
a caleiilating of now. 

"\Voll, ho walked aft again, and 
presently I seed him talking to the 
mate, and afleia bit ho has the dingy 
lowered — for there wasn't a breath of 
wind, and the water was as smooth iis 
a sheet glass— and I am a jnilling liim 
to the big berg as hard as I can. 
Well, that didn't lake long, but the 
bother was how to get on her. So I 
])ullod about a bit, and at last ho 
managed to <dimb up on to a ledge 
and 1 handed him his gun, and layoff 
a bit, pulling a stroke or two just to 
keep tlie circulation up, for altliongli 
wo felt the cold pretty keen on board 
the ship, it was notlung to what we 
felt when we got right up to the ice. 
The skijtper seemed to be gelling on 
pretty well, for he had a pair of stock- 
ings drawn over his boots, and I sii)>- 
pose I hey made it easier for him to 
walk. I saw him moving along to 
whore wo had seen the seals pliiv- 
ing. 

" I'rcsontly I heard a shot, and then 
ho waved his arms and signalled mo 
to pull in. And he hollered to mo to 
bring him tho other gun, for he had 
forgotten to take it with liiin at the 
start. 

"So I hurried along, slipping and 
tumbling about like fun. 

" He hollered again to me to hurry 
up. and seemed to be struggling with 
something, a seal 1 supposed. And 
sure enough, when 1 got up to him, 
he was lying atop of a .seal tho like of 
which 1 never saw ; he had shot it. 
but unfortunately noli in a fatal place, 
and I supposed the animal had turned 
on him, maddened with jiain ; and 
there they wero rolling and tossing 
about, and ho was stabbing and 
stalibing as hard as ho could. [ got 
to thorn just in time, for the creature 
had pinned him by tho left arm, and 
had broken it.

So I 
helped liim to his feet as well as 1 could, 
for though I was a strong young chap, 
ho was a very heavy man, and we man- 
aged, though it look us a long time, 
to got to wlioro wo imagined the boat 
to bo; but no boat was Inenv.

" And then I gave way, mates, and 
cried out that it was all my fault, and 
that I had killed him through drink- 
ing of the rum, which made me so in- 
sensible that I forgot to make the 
boat fust. 

" But ho told mo to stow all that, 
for though I had done wrong. I was 
sorry for it, and we'd battle the watch 
yet, iilease Ood. 

" Well, wo moved about a bit, him 
leaning on mo, and I made hitn drink 
the rum that remained in his flask, 
as I told him I had had enough to last 
me a lifetime, and that if over we got 
aboard again, I'd never taste another 
drop as long as I lived. 

" And after a bit he said, 'Bill, it 
can't bo moro than three o'clock, I 
ciilculate ; so wo had bettor make the 
most of the light, and got a hold of 
that troublesome seal, and get. the 
skill off of him, for it ain't many 
steps to where wo left him."

After a time ho fell 
asleep, or fainted again — I don't 
know which. And I lost all jwwer, 
too, and sank down bosido him. And 
then 1 seemed to go back a dosen 
years and moro, ana I was kneeling 
lit my mother's knoo, and repeating 
the little privy ers she has taught me— 
for I seemed to know them all again 
in a minuto — and then the sleep 
seemed to bo stealing over mo ; and I 
was so bonnmed with cold that I sup- 
pose I lost consciousness. 

" I was brought to, liowovor, by a 
kick from the ski()per, and the poor 
chap made me laugh almost by saying, 
1 calcnlate some of ns wero a-going, 
to sleep, Itill ; but that won't do, mv 
hearty.' And just then I thought 1 
heard a bell, and started up. stiff as I 
was, for it seemed as though tho fog 
had cleared a bit, and then I fancied 
I heard a gun, and tlio skipper said ho 
was sure ho did. I told him I thought 
tho wind was getting up, and sure 
enough it was. And tlirough the fog 
1 fancied I could seo a light. 

"This gave ns now life, and tho 
skipper, though ho could not move, 
told mo to keep my heart up, as ho 
boliovcd tho ship was close to us, for 
tho tiring seemed louder and louder 
each minuto. I hollored again and 
again, and then a light seemed to bo 
coming to ns, and the skipjwr says, 
' Hill, wo are saved, thank (tod; oh, 
thank God;' and wont clean off 
again; and I conlddo nothing for him. 
Tlie fog lifted as tho wind rose, and, 
though very hazy still, I could see my 
way about, and managed to creep 
down to where wo had landed; and I 
could 800 tho water splashing gentlv 
against run in tho ice. And then, oh, 
mates, I hoard voices, and some one 
said, 'Hereaway, I think. Jim. Star- 
board, easy, lads, easy now.' And 
I shouted, ' Pull in hero, boys, pull 
in for dear life, or tho captain's a dead 
man; tho next minnto the mate and 
two of the men wero beside me, hur- 
rying with lights and blankets to 
where tho skipi)er lay. When we 
found him I wont down all of aheap, 
and it was a long time before I came 
to tnysclf, aye, nearly a month, lads. 
And then I was in bed with kind 



faces round me, in a doctor's 
house in St. John's ; for it seems that 
wiiat with the heavy dose of drink 
(irst and the terrible fright afterwards, 
I had got taken in to,,* '\y a brain fever. 
And a nice time they had with me, for 
I was quite mad, raving about the 
captain — for it appears 1 believed lie 
was dead, and that 1 had killed him : 
and I shrieked out that it was all my 
fault. And so, sir and males, it 
would have been ; but, thank Ood, he 
was not dead, though he had been very 
near it, and as it was, he lost his arm. 

"Well, when 1 got a little stronger, 
they carrieil mo into the next room, 
where the poor chap lay. And the 
very first words as he said was, 'Well, 
Bill, my son, I calculate we had a nar- 
rer squeak of it.' And 1 fell a crying 
and a-calling of him to forgive nie. 
And he cried to; and I'm l)lost, mates, 
if 1 ain't acrving now like an old fool 
as I am; butt can't help il, so don't 
go for to look down on an old sailor 
for it, for ihat skipper Wivs father and 
brother to me. ami I loved him well. 

"After a bit, when wo got moro 
shipshape again, he says to mo one 
day. 'Bill, tl;e doctor's lady has been 
reading some real good yarns to us out 
of the Ureal Skii)per'8 Log Book, and 
I've been having a good think ; and 
what with that, and what you said 
about 'Captain Teetotal,' d'ye know. 
Bill, if you're of the same mind as 
you wero afore we was hauled off of 
that terrible ice, why, so am I, and I 
calcnlate we'll both go and sign arti- 
cles lo sail with Him.' And so we 
did, sir and m.ites, there and then ; 
and that's how I came to be teetotal. 
And now I'll turn in." 



A Stampede on Ihe Plains. 

The following incident in the ex- 
citing business of herd 'ng cattle on 
tho Wostern plains ie-givtii by a cor- 
respondent of the liormantown Tele- 
graph : 

" I once traveled with a tlrive a 
few days while i)as8iiig through the 
Yellowstono country. At night men 
wero told off to night herd — about 
half the oullit generally — and they 
slept while the oilier lialf-lierded the 
day. One nigiit we camped on a small 
stream tributary to the Yellowstone. 
It was a beautiful starlit night, and 
when we rolled into our blankets wo 
remarked how still tho herd was, for 
we could seo tho black mass at a little 
distance from our camp fire, and the 
night herders riding slowly around 
them. We turned in, and had been 
aslee]) but a short time when wo were 
awakened by a terrific noise impos- 
sible to describe. You can judge. 
Tlio herd of 5,000 had stampeded. 
and each one was bellowing as they 
rushed madly aWay. 'A stampede ! 
yelled tho boss. ' Saddle, boys, tpiick ! 
Picket ropes wero cut and saddles 
thrown oil the liorsos in an instant 
almost, and away wo road hard after 
the cloud of dust, which wo cloud .see 
far down the valley. In about half an 
hour wo were up with tho tail end of tho 
herd, and tho boss oitlorod ns all to 
ride on to the leaders and gradually 
turn them to the left. I followed and 
and saw tho immense herd of niad- 
donded brutes turn from tho shouts 
and yells of cowboys, and still turn 
hour after hour until the were turned 
all tho Way round to tho tail end, 
forming a complete circle, and join- 
ing in continued their mad gallop. 
An hour's time passed, and with loll- 
ing tongues they still tore on, and the 
cowboys sat on their horses in an outer 
circle surrounding llioni. They had 
stopped bellowing, aiiJ no sound 
could be hard expect the thunder of 
their tramping and labored breathing. 
It was a weird, as well as curious, 
sight to that huge ma.ss moving in a 
circle and tho silent and motionless 
liorsemen guarding them. It was 
what in stock lingo is called a 'mill.' 
As wo sat there watching they stopped, 
not slowly, but abruptly, as if at a 
word of command, and in tenminulos 
they wore all lying down again. 1 
looked over tho ground in tho morn- 
ing and saw the groat show ring which 
they had made, and counted tlio dead 
that had been trampled to death ; I 
think about eighty head. 

" Wo found that we wero about 
twenty miles from our camp, which 
was anything but satisfactory, bnt i) 
canjo along about 10 o'clock. 1 think 
no one but a trained cowboy could 
havo saved that herd that night. The 
night herders said that they started as 
suddenly as they stopped, and without 
any apparent caose." 



Boys Should Loarn To Use Tools. 



Kncourage the boys in the use of 
carpenters' tools. I never was moro 
im[)ressod wilh the necessity for this 
than while, n short; time ago. a young 
farmer purchased a neglected piece of 
property where tho house was sadly 
out of repair. He was obliged to take 
his family into it just as it was, and 
twB or three weeks passed before he 
could get anyone to make a few repairs 
during which time they all became ill 
from exposure. This could have been 
previMited, had the purchaser been 
skillful ill the use of two or throe of 
the commonest carpenters' tools. 

Of course boys will bodull and some- 
times break them, but if carefully 
taught their use, and if acts of care- 
lessness are followed by a season of de- 
privation, they soon learn that it 
pays to be thoughtful. Encourage 
them in making tnoir own kites, in 
putting new bo.xes on their e."cpres8 
wagons, and in building thoir coops 
for their own birdies and thoir broods. 
Tlieso will be crude and rough, but 
praise the work, and next time they 
attempt it, offer a few suggestions, 
that every effort may exceed all pre- 
vious ones. 

One who has some knowledge of 
carpenters' tools is more fitted to 
direct workmen, and give plans when 
he wishes a building put uj) or re- 
pairs made. Then how often a mere 
iiovlco whose iiands are accustomed 
to use saw and chisel can, with a few 
directions, put up a shop or hennery, 
at a time when farm w<H-k is slack ! 
Then the convenienoe of being able to 
fashion a door or ladder, to mend a 
broken gate, or replace u few shingles 
blown from the roof, and do it all in 
a workmanlike manner that brings no 
shame at the result ! 

Then there arc a thousand and one 
little things about the house which 
would save much weariness and many 
steps — little things for which one 
hardly likes to call tho cariicntcr, and 
that tho father or one of tho boys 
might do if ho could saw off a board 
straight or drive a nail without jiound- 
ing his thumb and losing his teni|>er. 
Then there is real pleasure in accepting 
a token of love fasliioned by tiie hands 
that give it. I havo in mind now a 
pretty centre table and book case, 
made by a young fanner during tho 
stormy days of cold winter. It was 
not tho money value alone that gave 
them worth, for "iriy husband made 
tlieso" was often said by the reciiiient 
of these favors. 

Provide a warm workshop, as nice 
as can be afforded, bnt at least witii a 
stove, achimiiey arid a whole roof, a-id 
give tho beys permission to saw and 
plane as they like. It is not necessary 
to allow them free use of the choicest 
tools, neither is it wise to restrig^ them 
entirely to old and broken ones. 
Peojile do not condemn their children 
to tho use of trenchers, because they 
occasionally break a plate, nor would 
it be kind to forbid their touching the 
tools, because iliey sometimes lireak 
an awl or lose the pincers. — Cor. 
Coitntrif Gentleman. 



SCHOOL DRESS FUR UlRLS. 

The best schools are now agreed 
upon one point — the exclusion of 
jewelry and the adoption of "simple" 
dress; but the latter is a wide term, 
and means anything or nothing, ac- 
cording to different ways of looking 
at it.- In one of the very highest class 
schools of New York city a definition 
has been arrived at, and is rigidly laid 
down by the principal; it is, that the 
school <lres8 of pupils shall be only 
wool or cotton ; silk or velvet is not 
not allowed, and are not liked even in 
combination with wool. Ornaments 
at this school are prohibited. The 
severity of the rule in regard to ma- 
terial bears hardly on thrifty mothers, 
who wish to utilize last year's best for 
this year's school use, but it is justified 
from the loacher's point of view. The 
school-room, she remarks, is a work- 
shop, not a pl.ice cast off for finery: 
and while silk as trimming soon wears 
and become shabby, an all-wool remains 
presentable much longer, is more easi- 
ly kept clean, and presents a neat 
and uniform appearance lo the last. 

Speaking of the school dress of girls, 
a teacher of elocution and light gym- 
nastics ill a large school in Massachu- 
setts said, not long since : "Parents 
write llirtt they want the health of their 
daughtei's attended to, and are very 
particular to inquire if there are regu- 
lar exercises for the training of the 
voice, and style, and manner, and de- 
velopment of the body ; yet, at the 
ssme tjme, the mother will provide 
clothes that are so inadequate that 
they will make a well girl sick, or so 
tightly made that she cannot move her 
arms or expand her lungs, so fussy and 
trimmed that the girl is kept in ber- 
petual anxiety about them, and has lit- , . , 
erallv nothing to wear when she wants ' "«'""'" *'"' "PPropnation 
to run, jump, skate, row, cook, exercise **"' "" additional school 
her voice, or use her arms." — Denwr- 
esf'.'> Monthly.

"ood, there were many schools that 
lie could not teach. In tliesc days we 
demand something beside muscle in a 
teacher, bnt occasionally it happens 
that muscle is needed among big boys 
won now, and the gymnasium and 
boat-race training of ;i college gradu- 
ate comes in jihiy alongside the moro 
intellectual work of education. A re- 
cent ea.se is reported of a college boy 
who proved himself " master" of the 
situation, though it must be said that 
circumstances heliHHl him considor- 
ablv at Hto finish.

Two bills were introduced, one in 
the House and the other in the Senate, 
toward the foundation of another 
tehool in Cedar Rapids.

Moines was done, we stopped off at 
Newton and Griniieli, on our way home- 
ward, to pay a pleasant visit to our 
friends.

During Ute nmniMr 
months b« worked among rebtives in tbe city, 
bat did not aave any money, arid laat winter went 
to til* ioflrmary. A few months ago, be appear 
•dtiMraasain. and wSa givtfn qnarters for t> 
winter. YsfMerday raornic%, at atxmt nint; 
o'clodi, be left the bollding, telDng several 
parties that be was going to attend religious 
asrrices at tbe deaf and dumb institution. H« 
was not seen again by any of the infirmary offi- 
cials antil Bboot five o'ciach laat evening, when 
his dead body was brought to the building. It 
appears that tbe deoeaaed started to walk from 
the city badt to tlie inflrmarjr. When be got to 
witfain 300 yard* of tbe building, be waa struck 
by tbe soatb-boiiDd p—e n ger train on tbe Scioto 
Valisjr nilrosd, wbiefa Isavss Union depot at 4:20 
P.M. Train nen stat« that tbe wUatle was 
blown wImb tbs mtgbt6 waa {brae faaodred yards 
from tbe nan, and every effr/rt made to stop, 
wlien it was a«en tbat be would not leave tbe 
track. Obadwiek beiiiK 'deaf, was not aware of 
approaddaig dsBfer, even tbe jar ot tbe rail* 
bdng inm^Msat to warn him. 

Tb« tnin mom to a stop af t«r b« bad besn 
tbrovm from tbe track, and aome bmhi oarried 
tbe bodjr to tbe infirmary. B» wss dasd wban 
picked np, tiis right leg being broken sbore tbe 
ankle, the left arm lirokea abov* the elbow and 
tb« bsek of bis skall emsfasd. Coroner Kgsa 
was ootiiked, and will boUl an inqoeat tfaia morn- 
ing, wImo the train ni«n will be eaJled upon to 
tMtify. C3i«dwiofc was forty-seven years old, and 
of good babita. Be never drank, and if be waa

The roKjwiiises were made In tbe same silent man- 
ner. The mute clergyman waa seen by the Her- 
ai/l rei«jrt«r and enj^agol in conversation as to 
llio snccess of his work. He communicated his 
replies to questions propoufMled by the rejiortcr 
on a tablet, and wrote W) rapidly that it would 
tax the average penman to write questions as 
fast as the clergyman onld answer them. 

"Last Sunday", he said, "I was In St. Ixinis, 
and next Sunday I shall lie in Detroit. My 
work takes me all over the central Western States. ' 
Mr. Maim says he has Ijoon mminaratWely 
sncoe^sfnl, considering the work was yet in Its in- 
fancy. He was arranging as far as (mssible to 
hold combined services as often as fn'acticable. 
These meetings could Ihi attended by hearing and 
speaking people as well ks niute.<, and tho novelty 
of such a aervioe attracted a great many who 
would not otherwise attend. A service for such 
a mixwl congregation, wliere two ministers were 
preaching, one to the hearing and s|jeaking 
l>e<7pIo and tbe other inter]>reting It simultane- 
ously to the mutes, made it very interesting and 
impressive.

AN IMPORTANT BILL. 



Notes by the Wayside, 



(Front our Columhus OorrFHporulenl.) 

The \lir|f^i and proiuineiit foaturos of 
the week in ColuinbuH Imvo been the 
heurt and hand — llio lionrt truly syin 
pathetic, and ihe liand helping and 
givinf^ freely — both comforting and 
relieving the sorrowful, lioinoleHS Huflfer- 
ers along the Montherii border of Ohio. 
It is pretty Hufe to Hay that every one 
connected with onr InHlitulloii, wlio 
were able, conlributeij their mite in 
the way of food, clothing, money and 
needlework. The extent of the des 
tiliition and devaHtalion caused by iho 
unprecedented rise in the waters of 
the mad Ohio Itiver cannot be fully loUl 
or doKcrilied here, except in a condens- 
ed brief, as follows, which was taken 
from llio Ohio Sidle Joiirmd : 

THE OUEAT FLOOn IN OHIO. 

Some idea of the magnitude of the 
flood disaster to the citizens of Ohio, 
may be galhcrtvl from the following 
figuri'K, which are bused on the figures 
in the (;eiihus of 1H8() Thirteen counties 
of Ohio bor<ler on the Ohio River, to 
wit : Ct)!uinbianii, JodrtrHun, Belmont, 
Monroe, Washington, Meigs, Gallin, 
Liwrenco, Scioto, Adams, Brown, Cler 
mont ami Ifninilton. Athens county 
touches tlie river, but only at one cor- 
ner, and is nut itiolu led in this (esti- 
mate. The thirteen counties named 
contained a population of 741,000 in 
1880, and the cities and larger towns 
in those counties lying on the river, 
contniiiod :$.')(),()00 ))opulation. The 
last figures ''o not include the small 
villages and h unlets, the population 
of which cannot be accurately ascer- 
tained. The rich bottom lands of the 
Oliio v.'illey outside of the towns are 
generally more thickly settled than 
the rural di-ilrictH in olluir parts of the 
stale, and in the mining districts of 
Jeffer-ion, Biilmont and Meigs, the 
)) ipniatioii is quite dense all along the 
river. The population on the river 
has iiu'reascd jjobably 10 per cent, 
since the census of 1880 was taken, bo 
that it, is not. an extravagant ostimat<< 
to siiy that there are fully 450,000 
persons living on the Ohio siflo of the 
river in this state, in the flooded dis 
tricis or in their inunediato vicinity. 
This is nearly 14 percent, of the en- 
tire population of Iho state, and pro- 
bably one fourth of that number are 
more or less injured by the floods. 
Th(^se ligures will servo to siiow Ihe 
gri.»it need thtre is for the nx.st liber- 
al (!.)iitributions for some time to come. 

Dr. Pier<!e, a member of the Lower 
Honso, liHs introduced an important 
bill, (ln! eflfi'ct f)f whi(!h, if it becomes a 
law, puts all of the State Institutions 
with the exception of the Penitentiary, 
under one board of control, consisting 
of live members — on(^ lawyer, one far- 
mer, one merchant, one physician and 
one architesl or buihler, at a salary of 
two thousand dollars each. The salary 
of the Superint(^nd(!n(8 is fixf^d at two 
thousand dollars, and of stowards one 
thousand two hundred dollars. This 
bill would save the Governor the ap- 
pointment of about fifty trustees, and 
give one board, which could have a 
Stale storehouse and make purchases 
at low rates for (listril)ution. It may 
or may not become law, but there is 
bowevir one thing in the bill that ought 
to pass, «!ven if every other feature 
fails, tiiat is, to raise the 
salary of the Superintendent of our 
Institution, now, admitted to bo 
a were pittance, $1^,00 — when its 
arduous work and iinmeiifio responsi- 
bilily lire (vjufidered, and even tbo 
])ay of two thousand five hundred to 
an energetic, wise and experienced 
(idiiciitor of the deaf and dumb, like 
the present hoa<I, would be very rea 
sonahle. 

Tliu bake-oveiis of our Asylum have 
been running several days, and wagon 
loivds of provision and goods were 
■eiit away — where they would do the 

most good, 

' That half sontli part of the boy's 
b'lscment is l)eing relaid with o new 
flooring, and the other half, north, re 
ceives for the first time the same 
Ireatment. Hitherto, the bare ground 
itself had answered the purpose as 
well. 

Tlie Cliai)tl evening lecture, adver- 
tised to come olToii last Friday, bad lo 
l)'i postponed for some rcfason. 

Miss Frances G. damp, one of our 
lady loachers, canvassed among the 
fihiidi'en of both sexes, for cash con- 
triliutions to the fi )od sufTerers, and 
to their credit or their gootl Httnsc, bo 
it said, they not only cheerfully but 
anxiously gave wiiat little they were 
alile, rai'-ing the modest snin of nine 
dollars, which wan without delay ex 
pended for clothing, which, after cut 
and Hewe<l were placed in the hands 
of llu! Slate Relief Ooramilteo. 

Superintendent Pratt could not be 
found all I''riday, having the night 
before silently dmaj)peared, and wfts 
not expected home before the next 
i\ity. The telegniphic dispafchos in 
the evening papers, however, disclosed 
his whereabouts and business, as 
follows :

Prof. Gordon delivered the third 
lecture of his course in the laboratory 
this evening, the theme being that 
king of the elements, oxygon. After 
noting for a moment the present vast 
8co|)e and Bplen<lor of chemistry as a 
science, the Professor called our atten- 
tion to that period of scientific dawn 
when Friar Bacon, Basil Valentine, 
Albertus Magnus and others, spent 
their lives and fortunes in a vain search 
for the Elixir of Life and the Philo- 
sopher's Stone — when chemistry was 
as yet mere alchemy, a " black " art, 
having lo do more with brimstone ond 
other tartarean compounds than with 
any thing else — when the devotees of 
the science were men who were sup- 
posed to have sold their souls to the 
Evil Oiie, and were thought to ride 
the air on a broom stick to obtain the 
lire that healed their cauldrons direct- 
ly from the regions below, lo hold 
incantations and use ingredients simi- 
lar to those employed by the witches 
in Macbeth, atul whom, therefore, all 
good Christians never passed without 
a shudder, and a sign of the cross or a 
devout Arc Maria. The sicence re- 
mained in such a degraded condition, 
and was regarded in such a light until 
a <u)mparatively recent time. For it 
was not until early in the seventeenth 
century, that Van Ilelmont, of Brussels, 
made the first step toward a really 
scientific method of research, when he 
made his famous experiments of plant- 
ing a weighed willow tree in a weigh- 
ed tub of earth, and noted the result. 
In live years this tree was found to 
havi^ increased in weight from 5 lo 164 
liounds, the soil in the tub during the 
same lime losing only two ounces in 
weight. " Whence came the increase ? " 
was the question, which, like a sphinx, 
science put to Van Heliuont and his 
brethren, but neither he nor the next 
five gcmerntions of alchemists, among 
them Boyle and Leibnitz, could give 
the cornet solution. In fact, it was 
not until two centuries after, that an 
(Edipus was found to answer the rid- 
dle. In 1774, Priestly of London, per- 
formed that experiment which has for- 
ever made him famous as the dis- 
coverer of oxygen. With a burning 
glass he focussed the sun's rays upon a 
lube tilled with a red substance — oxide 
of mercury and the result was wonder 
ful, indeed — silvery, shining mercury 
tricklin\^ down, while what Priestly 
called "dephlogiaticatod air," oxygen, 
shortly filled the tube. Further ex- 
periments showed that this new ghost 
then, in combination with carbon, was 
tlio source whence Van Helmont's wil 
low, and indeed .ill trees, derive their 
substance. It is the most abundant 
and most widely distributed element 
in nature, forming twenty-three per 
cent, of the atmosphere, eighty-nine 
per cent, of water, and sixty seven i)er 
cent, of our entire globe. 

The lecturer (-xhibited Pricstly's way 
of procuring oxygen, together with a 
number of others, and then asked the 
question wluuice the free oxygen in 
the air comes, and whence the supply 
that makes good the billows upon 
billows of pounds consumed daily by 
living animals, and burning substances. 
A simple expiromont, the Professor 
explaine<1, indicates the answer. If 
wo i)ut a bunch of loaves in a jar of 
spring water and sot it iu the sun- 
light, wo speedily find that the leaves 
and sun-light are at work, breaking up 
the poisonous carbonic acid gas, the 
leaves keeping, eating up, as it wore, 
the carbon, and sotting free the oxy- 
gen. Thia piocoss is going on where- 
ever leaves grow, and the sun shines, 
and this is the only known source of 
oxygen in the air. And if this were 
not the cause — if the two great divi 
sions of the organic kingdom, animals 
and plants, did not thus mutually 
minister to each other's wants, all 
life on this earth, as wo know it., would 
die out — piu'o oxygon being the vital 
elixir for animals, and oxygen combin- 
ed with carbon, tin; sole sub.stance of 
plants. 

The Professor then gave a number 
of brilliant ex|)oriments with nitrates, 
chlorates, i)ure oxygon and explosive 
compounds, illustrating the properties 
of the gas. In one of the experiments 
he broke o|)en a number of " pyro- 
phori," which spread out a brilliant 
shower of sparks of metals spon- 
tanoously igniting in the air, with star- 
tling effect. 

The lecUue was as interesting as the 
former ones, and was received with 
groat applause. The Juniors and 
Sophs, n« eiubyro chemists, lingerod as 
usual after the close, and obtaine<l 
more detailed information, while the 
rest (lisjierRed to their rooms with the 
consciousness that they had learned 
much that was new, and had Hj>ent a 
profitable hour.

ed on. The deaf rhymers of Europe 
are not passed over, and selections 
from the verse of English, French and 
Swedish poets, are given. A transla 
tion of one of the Scandianvian poems, 
by Olof Hanson, '86, who is himself a 
Swede, is appended. 

The doctor pays the following com 
pliment to the boys at Old Kendall ; 
" Among the students of the College 
for Deaf-Mutes at Washington, com 
positions in verse are not uncommon, 
and there are those of their number 
who will no doubt be hereafter known 
as poets." 

The article goes to show that loss of 
hearing does not at all preclude of 
which the rhythm and meter are exact, 
and which as poetry is of a high 
order. The article is in every way 
worth reading, and cannot fail to 
interest. 

The " Lit " held its regular literary 
meeting last night. The essay of the 
evening " Simple Contracts," by Mr. 
Cloud, '86, was one of <?reat interest, 
and one of the best we ever saw de- 
livered before the society. The de

(^From our Cincinnati Correspondent.) 

The flood this week has proved to 
be the most disastrous ever known in 
the Ohio valley. At one o'clock, Thurs- 
day afternoon, February 14th, the 
Ohio climbed to a height of 71j{ feet^ 
and here the mighty river made a halt, 
and took a view of fiendish pleasure 
upon the great destruction it had 
caused, and began to fall slowly and 
sullenly. To describe the misery and 
distress and scenes in the flooded dis- 
tricts is nearly an impossibility — utter- 
ly too painful. The dailies talk noth- 
ing but the flood, and every body's 
brain is on it. The mutes have or are 
now suffering more or less. A majori- 
ty of them are out of employment, 
and will probably remain so for several 
weeks until buildings and machinery 
are repaired or built over again. 

Miss Gilhaus was driven from home 
on Front street, aud is now at ber 
Jtunt's house, which is many feet away 
from the remorseless Ohio. It is re- 
ported that her step-mother was 
drowned, but it lacks confirniatioii. 

The home of Otis Vance was invad- 
ed by the water, .and Otis fled, and 
took refuge at Fred Froers's home 
and lost sight of his " daddy." He 
has enormous lishing rubber-boots on, 
and looks like a terrible cow-boy. 

The home of Mrs. Grabe is also un- 
der water, but she is comfortably situ- 
ated, as grtib has been supplied by the 
Relief Committee. 

Fred Reiker, John Hahn, Joe Kelly, 
John Lane and many other mutes, are 
suffering, on account of their homes 
and shops being in the submurged 
district, or no business, caused by the 
flood. 

Boss Kelly talked of getting an in- 
junction against the rising Ohio, from 
taking possession of his home on Tor- 
roiice Road. 

Profs. George Schoolfield and John 
Yeager, from the Danville School, 
came to Cincinnati last Saturday, to 
see the Ohio River raising Cain, and 
see if " Mercury" was among the 
drowned. They said there were one 
hundred and forty pupils at the 
school; and the school is in a highly 
flourishing condition. They returned 
home Sunday night, liy the Cincinnati 
Southern Railroad. 

Harry Ross h;is got a place as type- 
setter tin a medical journal in this 
city — much easier work than in the 
rolling-mills. 

Elmer Lewis went to D.iyton, O., 
last Monday, in quest of work — busi- 
ness at Post & Co.'s being very dull —

It has often been said, and truly too, 
that one bad deaf mute will do more 
harm to our class in one week than it 
will take ten of the opposite sort the 
same number of years to wipe out. 

What is true of individuals is also 
true of societies of deaf mutes. For 
the errors of a committee, the whole 
society is held responsible, as a com- 
mittee is always supposed to be chosen 
with the consent of the society it re- 
presents. 

We could give scores of instances 
where deaf-mutes, individually or as a 
society, have knowingly, or otherwise, 
done great harm lo our class. Deaf 
mutes cannot be too careful how they 
act or what they do. Though a deaf- 
mute may be a first class workman 
(probably in his own estimation^, it 
must not be supposed that the whole 
world is aware of it. There are plenty 
of better workmen ; those who parade 
their knowledge constantly under the 
noses of their employers, and demand 
an increase that is equal to that of 
really tirst^class workmen. Tiie ros.'lt 
need hardly bo told- the " nart" one 
finds that the iujployer can dispose 
with "his valuable services," and at the 
same time he (the employer) decides 
on the discharge of the above mention- 
ed, Ui employ no more deaf-mutes, on 
account of the trouble, and when a 
really good deaf-mute workman ap 
pears, who knows his place and keeps 
it, he is told that there is nothing for 
him to do, and possibly, as a reason, 
the employer may go into details about 
"the last deaf-mute I had," etc. 

Really good workmen never parade 
their knowledge. They know that, 
generally speaking, they are not over- 
looked ; that in some instances they 
are more closely watch* d than their 
fellow workmen ; that the anticipated 
"raise, " though delayed, will come in 
due time, and they appreciate it all the 
more as it is voluntarily given, and is 
a proof that their services are accept 
able. We can point to some deaf 
mutes of the sort who are an honor and 
blessing to our class. They have held 
their situations year after year through 
all conditions of trade, and their em- 
ployers manifest a lively interest in 
their well being. They never hear of 
their fellow workmen saying, "the 
dummy is no good," but they consider 
him their equal, and in some instances 
more than that, as a glance over the 
pay roll would show. 

A good hit of this sort was recently 
made by one of the dailies. It gives 
an account of a young clerk who was 
employed at $oO a month, and con- 
sidered that sum too small for his 
"'valuable services," so he demanded 
an increase. His employer replied : 

'' I should be happy to grant it, but 
at present trade is dull, and an increase 
is impossible." 

" Who cares about the condition of 
trade," repKed t!i!e smart one, "I ex- 
pect to refMsive compensation in pro- 
portion lo my knowledge and ability." 

" Otj," said the merchant, "If that 
is the case I will knock off $45 a 
month hereafter." 

D<3af-Mute Societies injure them 
selves and all their members some- 
times, as a single instance will prove. 
A couple of years ago a deai-mute 
society decided to hold an entertain- 
ment during the winter. A committee 
was ajjpointed to hunt up a hall. 
This committee showed lamentable 
ignorance, in the ordinary form of 
business. They made arrangements 
with several halls for an evening 
They thought they had only obtained 
the refusal, but when they slated what 
they had done, Jthere luckily happen- 
ed] to be a deaf mute present who 
knew tlie seriousness of their blunder 
ing. The cxjmmitteo in great haste, 
cancelled all their engagements, and 
now this so disgusted the proprietors, 
who were so seriously annoyed by this 
that they will not in some cases let 
their hall to deaf mute Societies. 

The same applies to those of the 
gentler sex. Nothing is more dis- 
gusting than a slatternly, slip shod

deaf-mutes are a curious set. " It is 
better to have no such alf-iirs at all, if 
such childish games can not bo ta- 
booed. Halls, levees, etc., are suppos- 
ed to be held to elevate the perwon s in 
society, but we think New York, 
Philadelphia and Chicago have left 
Boston — the classic Hub — far in the 
rear. 

The Chicago affair seems to have 
been carried on a great deal better 
than the one held in Boston. For- 
merly New York and Philadelphia 
looked to Boston for such affairs, and 
Metropolitians and Quakers flocked t<j 
the Hub when such an affair was an 
announced. They got all their best 
points there and carried them off, and 
started affairs of the same character in 
their own cities and improved on them 
too. Boston seems to have taken a 
downward path and has had to go 
back to the nursery to attract a crowd, 
but it seems their bill did not " work 
worth a cent," for the expected big 
crowd from Phila<ielphia and New 
York failed to appear. 

The Hub can profit by the New 
York affairs recently held. The Man 
battan T.Herwy Association and the 
Catholic L'aerary and Benevolent 
Union have both "cut it, ' in respect 
to offering prizes for the " best lady 
dancer," the "person holding the 
lucky number," etc. Sach things have 
come lo be considered " tough, " and 
are left to those who frequent such 
resorts as the " Chatham Street J'ulaoe 
of Music," and the " O'Oiady Social 
Club" ball. 

The Gallaudet Club is doing good 
work in reforming these goings on, 
which have been a black spot on deaf 
mute social events held hereabouts.

The deceased " Twilight Union," 
which is dead (at present) on account 
of its President being in the back- 
woods of Jersey, and failing to call u 
meeting, used to be considered with- 
out a pe<;r. Some of its affairs were 
the bett ever held in New York City 
or Brooklyn. Bui the green-eyed 
monster — jealousy — sneaked in and 
knocked things about, and the Presi- 
dent seems to be unable to use his 
own judgment, for he has taken bad 
advice and decided that it must bust. 
Speak out, Mr. President, you are 
still sure that the Twilight Union is 
not dissolved.

February 7th, an 
article entitled, "The Deaf and Dumb 
of Japan,'' with great interest and deep 
sadness. The aeconnt thereof wakes 
me up to echo its loud call at once, and 
will sooner or later rouse many others 
to benevolence and activity. Indeed 
the treatment received by the Japanese 
deaf mules is dreadful, and the article 
is one of the most startling Htatoments 
that ever appeared in your paper, 
yiiey deserve our pity and help. Their 
cry, in the language of a Macedonian, 
" Come .'Mid hu., a«, ' is directly to the 
deaf-mutes of Ar^j^rica. Now comes a 
contest between selfishness and benev;- 
lonce, and which 'vill gain the victory 
remains to be seen. Their appeal de- 
maiid« a special recognition, both from 
all institutions for deaf-mutes and from 
all local societies of deaf mules. It is 
fitly spoken and in season. Japan 
mutes need the S>iviour as well as 
American mutes need Him. Most of 
them are far from the Kingdom ol Hea- 
ven. To neglect them is like a man 
turning against his own brother. The 
narrative should move all true lovers 
of Christianity with a miylity i/n/tuUe 
to engage in their help. It will no 
doubt become a burning question in 
all quarters. I cm exclaim with the 
Bible, "The harvest truly is plenteous 
but the laborers are few." 

Are Japan deaf-mules to be evan- 
(,'elized during tlio present generation ? 
Be it so. The long winl<;r of ignorance 
and of hindrance is passing, the sum- 
mer is at hand. May (he tender flower 
be peeping up before long. Their spiri- 
tual darkness is awful. Their treat- 
ment by others is painful and offensive. 
Fliift has truly said : " True happiness 
cannot be where God is ii^nored, whore 
the light of His presence is not recog- 
nized and the blessings of His pres- 
ence ore not felt." Hitherto they have 
been little in the estimation of the 
world. Give tliein help and shelter 
and education. 

The importance of having a foreign 
mission is worthy of our considera- 
tion. How important that these 
heathens should have the gospel. 
Who of you cfin look upon Japan with 
a cold shoulder? Let Christ's com 
inand to preach the gospel to every 
creature bo fully executed. The gift 
of the Holy Ghost is not limited. Let 
the Japanese , -deaf -mules be struck 
with too bei/i/iits mat civilization, 
liberty an<l cliristiai.:ity can afford, and 
let them see that God means to open 
a door to them. But whether they 
will recognize our iielp and efforts or 
not, it is our duty to be God's witnesses. 
You, different local societies of 
America, who have availed yourselves 
of many o|)portunties and privileges of 
the gospel, can you shut your heart 
and purse to them in their sa<l condi- 
tion T Something must be done, and 
thatrt/OHce. What, then ? is the ques- 
tion. Haveajiublic meeting S)mwhere 
in every State to vote upon the neces 
sity of forming an "American Silent 
Foreign Mission," and nominate dele- 
gat<!S and then Jet the delegates of 
different states meet together some- 
where to organize tin? inii-sion. Lot 
all local societies, inslitiitions and in- 
dividuals bo respectfully asked to con- 
tribute something annually to the said 
"American Silent Foieign Mission," 
or let any on<! send things such as 
papers, clothes or anything useful, to 
the mission for Japan, and the said 
mission can correspond with Japan. 

If organized at all, the mission 
must be a hvintf mission and its offi 
cers should be men of heart, un- 
tlitrdunding andjnety — they must be 
Uvini/ epiHllnH. Let the vary appeal 
be j»rinted in a circular form, and be 
distributed freely. If necessary, the 
said mission can have branches, as the 
New England branch P'oreign Mishion, 
Empire State bratich Foreign Mission, 
and so on. I shall be most ha))py to 
do all in my power to push forward 
this worthy and timely enterpri84^ 
Those who choose to go down to 
Japan as missionaries rthoiild exhibit 
the mind of (Jhrist, the earnestness of 
Paul and the couritae of Peter. 

Th(! work may bo small in the begin 
ning but it is not to be despised. 
There is doubtless a great future 
before us. My prayer is. God ^pced 
it. May the power of the Holy Spirit 
carry the gospel effectually to the 
salvation of Japanese sinners in any 
way that may seem best to I Tim. Let 
us grasp the ideas suggested, and proy 
and work for them until they become 
reality.
